BL7 BBOTHKB8.fciig«i»», 


Antique IAOCS and the If early Perfect Imi- 


tations Now to Be Had 


A new idea is the introduction ol 


natural features into the trimmings as 
in the fringe made of fir cones sus- 
pended m chenille loops, the chenille 
being m the colors of the dry cone. 
Small pine burrs are also used inter- 
mixed with a flat pointed fringe, resem 
bhng the leares of the pine teee A 
curious specimen of this trimming has 
the fringe m green and the burrs in 
brown, and is used to trim a dress of 
odd material woven so that it looka 
like a mass of pine leaves, crossing each 
other and intermixed as if carelessly 
thrown down, or just as they lie be- 
neath the pine tree. 


Some of the new feather trimmings 


are made in imitation of fur, indeed, 
unless one is told they are of feathers, 
it would be difficult to notice the differ- 
ence at a little distance from tbe gar 
ment they adorn. A dec ded novelty 
is a feather band of about four inches 
in width, showing soft, flat feathers m 
»11 the shades of evening silks—pale 
bine, cream, lavender, rose pink, Nile 
green, dove color and white—creating 
most exquisite result on a wrap ot 
cream, brocaded m dainty flowers, in 
all the colors shown m the feather 
fringe. 


The feather used in place of and 


greatly resembling fur is the shorn 
leather marabout, cut smooth, short 
and thick. 
The leading kinds of 


feather bordenngs are long cock's 
feathers of irregular lengths, formed 
into bands and allowed to mterlap, 
other shorter ones put on m a semi- 
circular form and presenting a soft, 
mossy face and the ordinary cock's 
bands come in plain and mixed color- 
ings 
Antique Venetian laces are very hand- 


some and in some of the imitations or 
reproductions the copies are most faith- 
fullv executed, indeed an expert in 
lace's can hardly tell one from the 
other, so perfect are the new laces in 
coloring and design 


Mediaeval trimmings are much songht 


for A stvle between a lace and a gimp 
shows a design outlined with gold 
thread and filled m with colored rosary 
beads Gold laces, too, show a chenille 
cord and the rosarj beads intermixed. 
In handsome tabliers and panels the 
groundwork is crften plush, wrought in 
gold with wooden beads and large 
raised fruits m beads and chenille. 
Others in black lace and jet are COT- 
ered with pendant tassels and fruit and 
flowers en relief 


Tambour tabliers, like the tambour 


silks, are new they are wrought in

TnrlbU Collision on the Wilmington ft 


Northwestern Ballroad. 


WILMINGTON, OIL., January 10.—Fri- 


day night's snow storm caused the most 
•erioua block on the railroad track here 
that has occurred lor years, suspending 
travel for hours. About 7:45 yesterday 
morning the Wilmington & Northwestern 
train, which leaves for Reading, Pa., at 
tight o'clock, collided with two shifting 
engines that had been sent out from the 
station with snow shovels to clear the 
track. Both cngines'were running rapid- 
ly, and the Wilmington & Northern train 
was also under a good head of steam. 
Opposite the Hart and Holllngsworth 
Company's tracks the engine and train 
came together with a crash. The sweep- 
ing engines drove the pilot engine of the 
train into the baggage-car, telescoping 
the car for one-third of its length. The 
rear end of the car was torn into frag- 
ments, the cab of the engine broken into 
pieces, the boiler fractured and the raa-

Sudden Death of Bev. Wither Jardlne- 
Suppoied Suicide. 


ST. Louis, Mo., January 10.—Rev 


Father Jardine, who has been a central 
figure in the St. Mary's Church scandal at 
Kansas City, was convicted by the eccle- 
siastical court by which he was tried for 
immoral conduct. Tiie case went before 
Bishop Kobertson, and on Friday the 
Bishop affirmed the finding of the court. 
Jardine came Immediately to St. Louis 
and set to work to secure a rehearing. He 
has been using the study of Trinity Church 
here, being a close friend ol Rev. Dr. 
Belts. He went into the study yesterday 
morning before services began, and when 
Dr. Belts went to the study after con- 
cluding his sermon, he found Jardine 
lying on the sola dead. Indications are 
that he took his own life, using chloro- 
form and morphine. So far as has been 
discovered, he left no word or letter in- 
dicating such a purpose.

Tearful Smashup and Fire-A Heroic 


Act. 


BIRMINGHAM, ALA., January 10.—A 


fearful accident occurred on the Louis- 
ville &. Nashville Railroad at the bridge 
o\ cr Flint River, near Wilhile's Station, 
Morgan County, yesterday. Two sections 
of the north-bound freight train tele- 
scoped. Part of the first section broke 
loose and remained on the bridge and 
•wns run into by the second section. The 
shock caused Ihc collapse ol ihe bridge, 
100 feet of which was undergoing re- 
pairs. Five cars of the first section and 
the whole of the second, consisting of an 
engine and seventeen cars, went down 
with the bridge. The wreck caught tire 
and eighteen cars were burner!. 
John Johnson, fireman of the second 


section, fell under his engine and was 
drowned. 
Henry Boteler, brakeman, was caught 


under a car and burned to death. 
Engineer W. D. Johnson, brother of 


the dead fireman, was fatally burned. 


Conductor George Young and a negro 


brakeman named Thomas McCreary were 
seriously Injured. 
The freight consisted moslly of pig iron 


which will be saved. Conductor L. 0. 
Harris of the first section swam across 
the almost frozen river to flag the north- 
bound passenger train which was to 
come along in a few minutes. 


A Destructive Fire.

Deep Snow In the Blue Bldge. 


BALTIMORE, MD., January 11.—Snow- 


drifts, at some places fifteen feet deep, 
occurred in the Blue Ridge Mountains on 
the Western Maryland Railroad, beyond 
Mechanlcstown. Fourteen of the com- 
pany's biggest engines were buried up to 
their smokestacks. 
The Southern ex- 
press and Williamsport passenger train 
are stopped at SabillaBville and Deerfleld. 
Relief trains could lend no help. The 
first mall train, due in Baltimore at 4 p. 
m. Saturday, got stuck on Blue Ridge 
Summit. Two relief gangs are at work 
there. Passengers for a long time were 
unable to leave the coaches, and stock 
was driven out to prevent them from 
being frozftn. 


Death of Four Pounds of Humanity. 
DALLAS, Tax., January 10.—Ortinda 


Coleman, one of the midgets of the Cole- 
man-Llliputtan family, died in this city of 
congestion of the bowels, wfth spasms as 
the immediate cause of death. On the 
arrival of the troupe from Tyler the child 
complained, and soon after became very 
ill. A physician was called to attend her. 
The deceased was thirteen months old, 
Iwelve and a half inches high, weighed 
only four pounds, had beantflui auburn 
hair extending to her tiny waist and very 
pretty features. Her parents, whose grief 
was excessive, are natives of West Vir- 
ginia, and to all appearance plain good 
people.

It is not likely that 
any will be received, unless it be from 
the Committee on Election of President 
and Vice-President, which has the Presi- 
dential succession bin, already passed by 
Ihe Senate, uryler consideration.

committee will have a meeting before the 
House convenes on Tuesday, and it is 
believed that the bill will be reported. 
Should the Presidential succession bill 
be reported on Tuesday it will hkclj 
come up almost immediately for consider- 
ation, and the debate will consume sev- 
eral days. If the bill is not reported, 
the proceedings in the House will be 
mostly spontaneous, there being nothing 
further in view at this time.

Further Legislation on Homestead* and

The Council to Act To-Night—Wha* Dray- 


man Think. 


In conversation with a usually level- 


headed citizen the other day, the reporter 
heard him burlesque the present discus- 
sion about street paving, and declared 
that the newspapers and aldermen were 
like the Arkansaw chap, who couldn't re- 
pair the roof of his house because it wai 
raining, and wouldn't do it in the dry 
times because he didn't need any roof 
over his head. But said citizen is just a 
little bit skeptical as to the earnestness 
of tbe present council. OI course no 
paving can be done in mid-winter, but 
now is the beet of all times to call gen- 
eral attention to the wretchedly had con- 
dition of the streets, the need of one or 
more solid routes to the depot, and it 
seems perfectly in tune at this favorable 
time for the council to get ready and ar- 
range the preliminaries for the paving 
that will and ought to be done during 
the coming spring and summer. The 
council has selected two good routes, and 
to-night the aldermen will be called upon 
to consider an ordinance ordering the im- 
provements made on the routes from the 
old square on North Main to the Wabash 
thence East on Cerro Gordo to tbe depot; 
from old square east on Main street to 
Water, south to Wood, north from Main 
to North Park, east to Franklin, and on 
Franklin from East Main to William, 
east to Illinois Central road, north on 
Morgan to Wabash road. The adoption 
of the ordinance is hoped for and expect- 
ed by the people generally, but there are 
those along the routes selected who vig- 
orously object, mainly because they will 
have to put up their share of cash to liq- 
uidate the expense.

Both are among the leading draymen 


in the city. Mr. Hunsley says by all 
means pave Oerro Gordo street, for the 
establishments along that route have 
more heavy hauling in winter and all 
seasons than all tbe other parts of the 
city. He does not think it wise to pave 
the graveled street, because if the teams 
are taken off it, in time it will be in good 
shape for reasonably heavy use. In sum- 
mer it ia one of the best streets in the 
city. Mr. Hunsley is especially anxious 
to have the Cerro Gordo route paved, 
and thinks that any other second route 
off the graveled streets will be accepted. 


Walter Pope suggests that it is a bur- 


lesque for Decatur to have such an excel- 
lent fire department as we now boast of, 
with no way of getting to any of tbe fac- 
tories without struggling through muddy 
streets and over frozen clods. He thinks 
there ought to be at least two routes to 
the depot, so that hauling can be done 
with reasonable speed. He will be satis- 
fied with any route that is off the line of 
the street railways, as the passing of oars 
and the tracks are a hindrance to the 
prompt movements of the drays, His 
favorite route IB from the old square east 
to Franklin, north to Eldorado, thence 
east to the Illinois Central railroad.
